TRIAL OF THE QUEEN OF ENGLAND. 


LONDON 17ra aucssT, 1820. 

This being the day appointed by the House 
ef Lords for the commencement of the pro- 
ceedings against thequeen, and it being known 
that her majesty was resolved to appear in per- 
eon at the bar of their lordship’s heuse during 
the trisl, an iramense crowd of people began to, 
ass=mble early in the morning ìn St. James 
fquare. Her majesty asceaded her state car- 
riage precisely at 10 o'clock, amidst the most 
enthusiastic cheers of the people. A carriage 
with Aldermaa Wood took the lead, and was 
followed by that of her majesty, the carriage of 
the Chamberlain bringing up the rear. The 
procession moved slowly along, and as it pro- 
ceeded, the assemblage of people gradoally in- 
creased till it amounted to upwurds of 500,000 
persons, who by repested cheers, clepping of 
| aders and waving ef hats and handkerch:efs, 
spoke the aoxious feeling in favor of her majes- 
ty which pervaded this enormous mas: of peopve, 
Her msjesty graciously ezprossed her gratitude 
by frequent iaclinattons of the head. The 
new state carriage of her majesty was drawn by 
six beautiful bay horses, superbìy caparisoned 
Oo the panaels of the carriage the royel arms 
and supporters sre richly emblasoned, under 
which uppearsa snake couched from its weight. 
On each of the faar side pannels is 8 regul co- 
ronet, with her majesty’s innitiels C. R. The 
sentinels at Carlton palace, aud at the Horse 
Guards presented arms as her majesty passed, 
to whom she bowed. At half past 10 o'clock 
her msjesty alighted at the door especisliy ap- 

cinted for her, leading to the House of Lords, 

he guards stationed in front of the House of 
Lords presented arms to her majesty, and she 
ehtstadthe House applauded to the very echo 
that applauds again. 

‘The doors of the Houee of Liords were open- 
ed at 9 o'clock. At 25 mingtes before 10 o’- 
clock, the Lord Chancellor entered the house, 
The Bishop of Llandaff immed:ately read pray 
ers. The Jadges of the Kings Bench,(the 
Chief Justice, and Justices Best and Holroyd,) 
took their sests on the wool sack. Barons Ri- 
ehards and Garrow entered soon efter, and took 
their seats beside them. They were soon ufter- 
wards joined by Judge Dallas. By ten o'clock 
the house was filled, and the attendance of 
peers complete. The queen, sttended by lady 
Anne Hamilton, and followed by ber counsel, 
entered the House from the robing room. ‘Their 
lordships pose and made an obeisance. Îler 
mejesty took her seat in a chair prepured for 
her, beside the steps of the throne. Eler mi- 
jesty was dressed io möurning, wich a wùite 
veil throwa over her head, which covered her 
bust. Lord A. Hemiiton attended her majesty 
on coming io, sad took his stand behind her 
chair. 

The earl of Liverpool moved the order of the 
dey for the second reading of the bill. TPhe 
dake of lueinster moved that the order shou!d 
berescinded. Thehogse divided —contents 41, 
non-conteats 200 —msajority against amend- 
ment 159. When strangers were re-admitted, 
lord Carnarvon was found opposing the motion 
of lord Liverpool, for hesring counsel in sup- 
pert of the bill. His lordship contended that 
the proceedings were inconsistent wich public 
justice, and their lordehips’ honor-—great dan- 
ger might arise from pursuing the course adopt- 
ed—nove whatever could take place if the ques- 
tion were sbandoned, for it was founded upon 
sels beiief that the public were concera- 


Lord Grey contended against the mode of 

roceeding by a bill of pains and penalties. — 

he noble earl contended that the queen might 
be proceeded against for the crime of high tres- 
soo. He then wentintoanexamination ofthe law 
oftreason,end proposed that twoquestions shoald 
be pot to the jadges, the object of which was 
to ascertain if the crime of sduitery committed 
by the queen with a foreigner, were not high 
treason in the accessary, though the principal 
were not answerable to the laws of England ; 
he founded his argumeut on the rale that acces- 
saries in treasoe were principals, end liabie to 
Ppenishment in cases where the priacipals in the 
Érst degree could not be visited. 

Tbe lord Chancellor was decidediy of opinion, 
that the noble earl’s law was unfounded. It 
was universally laid down by all the authorities, 
that an accessary to an act, the doing af which 
was mo crime io the priacipal, could be guilty 
of no crime. 

Lord Liverpool defended the present mode of 
proceeding, but had no objection to the opinion 
of the Jadges being taken, if it did not caase 
delay. 

After some further discussion, the Jedges 
present, vis. Lord Chief Justice Abbott, Chief 
Justiee Dallas, Mr. Justice Holroyd, Mr. Jus- 
tice Best. Lord Chief Baron Richards, and Mr. 
Barron Garrow, retired to deliherate upon « 
question put to them by Luord Grey, as to trea- 
son, under the statute of Edward IEI. In 
twenty minutes they returned to the house, 
when Lord Chief Justice Abbott delivered their 
Opiaion that, though adultery might be com mit- 
ted by the qaeen with « foreigner, it could not 
amount to high treason, because the foreigner 
did not act contrary to his allegiancc, he owing 
wo allegiance to the king of this country. 
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Mr, Brougham then came forward for the pur- 
pose of bring heard geoeraliy against the prin- 
ciples of the bill ;but as he spoke at greatieagth, 
end as his introductory remarks were less im- 
portant than tliuze race in che last hour of his 
address, we shat cuit them, with the ezcep 
tion of a charge vroauht by kim against minis- 
ters of insutuing a proseeding af this day, which 
would have been u disgrace ta the reign of Hen- 
ry VIJL After refercing to the precedent of 
bishop Atterbury, and nocicing the inference of 
law onder the statute of idward II. he went 
on to contend that it was impossible, in this in- 
stance, that the succession of the throne could 
be in the slightest danger from any misconduct 
of the queen. He insisted hut no cause of pars- 
mount necessity had been established by mi- 
nisters to warrant them in introdacing a biil 
contegry to all law, precedent, and analogy.— 
It had been said that the queen’s eonduct had 
tended to disgrace the crawn and to injare the 
country ; but he begged leave to ask, whether 
the foundation of the charges in the preambie 
of the bill, if they existed at all, had not-exist- 
ed while the queen was princess of Wales, and 
merely the wife of « British subject. Why 
then was not the measure introduced long agu ? 
Merrely because the prince of Wales must have 
sued in the ordinary manner for a divorce, and 
must have come into the house with ciean 
hands. Especial care had been teken to wait 
antil her majesty, by ber exaltation was depriv- 
ed of ber private rights and remedies. ‘This 
brought bim to implora their lordsbips to 
pause at the threshold. fe pat out of view, at 
present, all questions of recriminatioo ; be hed 
raised it for hie present argument only,and he 
should be most deeply afil,cted if, in the furtber 
progress of this ill-omened subject, it would be 
necessary for him again to recar to it: *I 
should act,” (continued he, “directly in the 
teeth of the instructions Ì have received from 
this ittustrions waman , [ should disobey her so- 
lemao commands, if Ì had even used the word 
recrimination, withoat being driven to it by ab- 
tolute over-raiing hecessity. Ï should also act 
in opposition to the same command, if [ argued 
in another mode-—that levicy, indiscretion, as 
oven criminal intercaurse, do not necessarily 
iajure the honor of tie crown or the character 
of the country. S'anders against the queen 
have aat been proved, but oruited and gossipp- 
ed abeut the continent, wod collected with the 
utmost industry, while no such jealous watch 
Was kept over the conduct of persons in the 
same iliustrioas farniiy st home. An the same 
way Í p-stpone sil matters previous to marriage, 
beceuse ilbey are not absvrutely bound io with 
this dangerous and tremendous question. They 
are not necessary to the sefety of my client, — 
If they were, an advouate knows but one duty; 
and, cost what it may, whatever principalties, 
powers or dominions, he m'ght vffend, he is 
bound to dischtarge it. When, however, it is 
said, that indiscrezt conduct, or improper fa- 
miliarity was fatal to the dignity of lie crown, 
what answer can be given to the statement — 
that s licentious, disgraceful, and udulterous 
intercourse, has been proved against one inern- 
ber of the royal fam:iy, without its being 
thought that the honor of the crown, or tie 
peace of tha nation were involved in it, Are 
we arrived at that degree of refinement in eo- 
ciety when things cannot be called by their 
proper names, and when adaltery in the weaker 


„sex is to be passed over asa venial offence in 


the stronger. Ïeppesl to the justice of the 
house, in its holiness, represented by the heads 
of the charch, whether adaltery is to be consi- 
dered « crime only in a woman. The ezslted 
individaal to whose case Ì now refer, had con- 
fessed the commission of the crime ! and is the 
honor of the crown less connected with the pa- 
rity of a prince than of « princess. This allu- 
sion ie wrung from me by necessity. I ac- 
koowledge with gratitude the obligations of this 
Coantry, and of Eiarope, to the prince to whom 
[ refer, and aothing cao induce me to alter my 
recerded sense of the baseness of the conspira- 
ey by which his failings were dragged before 
the pabìic.” After farther enforcing this point, 
he proceeded to argue that the good sense of 
the people of England would look upon the în- 
troduction of the honor of the crown and the 
safely of the crate into the qaestion as a ridicu- 
lous pretezt, end would say, in their homely 
language, “ here isa man who wishes to get rid 
of hie wife, and the peace and deerest interests 
of the country, and she feelings of @ rational 
and morsl people, ore to be sacrificed to the 
gratifieation of his wish” The leerned coun- 
sel neat qunted the opinion of Sir Wm Scott 
on the sanctity of the marriage cautract, and 
observed with much severity on the artful mode 
in which the country was represented ss the 
party prosecuting this bill, when, in fact, the 
attorney-gen. appeered as counsel for the king. 
The sttorney-gen. with great ingenuity, had 
this dey kept up the pretence. ‘l'he sincerity 
of men’s professions waa to be judged vf from 
their conduct, end one little action was better 
than the longest speech. The condact of mi- 
nìsters proved to him thst the king wes the 
party prosecuting, and that the assertious of bis 
servants were untrue. Who had encouraged 
thequeen to go abroad, ata time of life when 
she naturally sought repose from the: perseca- 
tiors to which she had been subject in this 
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country? Who hed persuaded her to resist 
the advice of those (among whom he was one) 
who had ventured to shake their heads that she 
would be sefe io England, while abroad she 
would be surrounded by foreigners, spies, and 
informers. ‘The king’s ministers bad done their 
utmost to promote her absence; they bad pro- 
mised her tranquillity, ease, andliberty. There 
was lo be no prying, no spier, no encoursge- 
ment of slander; yet reports daily growing 
blacker and more malignant came over, and 
four years ago they had sssumed a certain de- 
gree of consistency. Stil no hint was giveu 
that it would be proper to return, end be (Mr, 
B.) would venture hin ezistence that any man 
would have been looked upon as an enemy, and 
have had the deors of the court flung in hie 
face, who hud recommended that the queen 
should be requested to return to this country.— 
When she became queen, did they change their 
system ? Did they then pretend that the honor 
of the rayal family was in jeopardy while she 
remained abroad under existing circumstances? 
Was, ia short, any tking done to vindicate the 
dignity of the crown, und to avoid an iuguiry 
most distressing to the long suffering peopie of 
Kagland? No remonstrance was sent oat? 
ho endeavaur to claim ; she might do as she 
pleased while the queen continued on the con- 
tinent. She was to be pensioned to remain 
there, and ta enjoy the rank she was supposed 
to have degraded, and the privileges she was 
said to have forfeited. She was to have even 
an increase of income that she might be wicked 
on « larger scale, and slie might become « spec- 
tacle in the eyes of foreigners who envied und 
bated us. Ft was only when she talked of re- 
turning to England that these calumnies be- 
came important. ‘The moment she set her foot 
on shore, then rose these phamtoms of degrad- 
ed character and insulted honor. He would 
not believe that ministers themselves gave cre- 
dit to the fabrications contained in the green 
bag,and he must have a mind capable of swal- 
lowing the grossest improbabilities, who could 
lend his ears for a momeat to one statement in 
the premable of the bil, Mr. Brougham eon- 
ciuded his address in the following terms :— 
« EL close here what 1 have to urge, not because 
Ihsve nothing more to urge, bat because Î 
kaow that your lordships are men of justice, 
men of Privciple, men of ordinary sagecity ; 
above all that you are men of honor, and | sm 
confident that 1 have not made my sppeel to 
you upoa this bill in vain. True itis theta 
committee hes reported in its favor ; but he is 
certainly the greatest of &!l fools who telle us 
te consult our apparent consisteny at the er- 
pence of absolute ruin. ‘The sooner you retrace 
the step you were indoced to take at an unwary 
moment, the sooner you will promote the peace 
and real safety cf the country, and tie more 
yoa will consult the true diguity end honor cf 
the crawa. If your lordships decide tbat this 
measure shalt proceed no farther, vou wiil be 
saviours of the state, and secure the substantia! 
happiness of the whoie community’ 

Mr. Denman, the other couneel for the queen 
having been called in, presented himself «t che 
bar, and in 8 speech distinguished as much for 
eloqaence as it was for sound orgument argued 
against the principtes of the Bril, 

After he had finished, be waa succeeded in 
bis turn by the Attorney and Solicitor Generals 
in support of the prosecution, in speeches which 
occupied the attention of the House the great- 
er part of two days.
